Supreme Tribunal Says Agen- 
cy May Decide Computa- 
tion in Unfair Firing. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (UP) 
~The Supreme Court ruled, 6 to 
today that the National Labor 
Relations Board may degide how 
the back pay of unfairly dis- 
charged employes is computed. 

Previously, when such workers 
were reinstated, their back pay 
was computed for the entire time 
their non- employment, less 


time. 

In ordering the reinstatement of 
11 employes of the Seven- up Bot- 
tung Co. of Miami, the board had 
directed that the computation be 
made on a quarterly basis. A low- 
er court held that the board was 
wrong in the Seven-Up case—even 

though the formula had been used 
before — because the employes 
were not paid on a quarterly basis 

and earned a lot more in some 
quarters than in others. 

Justice Frankfurter held for the 
Supreme Court majority that the 
board “may mould remedies to 
suit practical needs.” He noted 
that the board has found tend ex- 
perience that the quarterly meth- 
od is better. Concurring were 
Justices Reed, 
Burton and Clark.

The new treatment will tend to show up better than the 
old one, Wasn’t it given to less severe cases, the ones most 
likely to recover? Usually, the more ‘cases, the surer the 
findings. But many a report is based on hundreds of cases 
with just such biased sampling—the new treatment being 
given to the less severe cases to play it safe.
